BELIEF IN GOD. 


“ Belief in God” is the first of three 
volumes in which Dr. Charles Gore, late 
Bishop of Oxford, proposes to state his 
faith as a Ohristian.. “Belief in Jesus 
Christ” and “ Belief in the Holy — 
and in the Church” will follow the book 

i The three are to come under 
the gen “ Receonstruction of 
Belief,' a title which indicates that, in 
Dr. Gore's view, the body of Christian 
doctrine requires to be built up anew from 
the foundation. Among thinkers gener- 
ally, and even the mass of the i the 
opinion is prevalent that the leading 
doctrines of Christianity require re-state- 
ment and re-exposition in terms of modern 
thought. The causes of this demand are 
not far to seek. The powerful infinence 
cf Darwinism; the modern scientific con- 
ception of the universe as a ‘closed 
system "’ whergin all that takes place 
is according to “law” and there is no 
room for supernatural irruptions ; Biblical, 
criticism which has undermined former 
views of the Scriptures as all equally in- 
spired, and as historically trustworthy 
in all their parts equally > the study of the 
other great world religions and of the 
peoples that profess them, and finally the 
increasing tendency on al] sides to refuse 
submission to external authority and to 
question tho right of orthodoxy—all these 
causes have been at work in the com- 
munity generally and within the Churches, 
and have profoundly modified the presen- 
tation of Christianity by its recognised 
exponents. They have done more ‘than 
modify it—they have challenged much of 
it. They have compelled a re-thinking of 
the. problem of 'g “relation to the 
universe and to man, of the problem of 
the religious conscionsness and its de- 
velopment, of the problem of miracles, and 
of a number of other problems such as 
the method and nature of revelation, the 
meaning of the Fall, the doctrine of atone- 
ment, death and immortality. i 

Many good people aro álarmed and dis- 
tressed Py, modern 
tional beliefs, and 
Darwinism, and High 
Thought as enemies of their 
why should anyone ever be afraid of what 
in these movements of man’s thought may 
be true? Christ Himself struck out new 
lines and gave men new thoughts that 
were, in. fact, highly disturbing to the 
religious opinion of His time. That Br. 
Gore's line of argument will satisfy all 
his readers is not to be expected. He will 
be found much too orthodox and traidi- 
tional for those who do not see any neces- 
sity for a supernatural irruption into the 
natural order. On the other hand, he 
makes concessions that will seem to some 
in his own camp to bea giving up of vital 
points. He gives up most of the miracles 
of the Old Testament. The Scripture’ 
account of the origin of the world and of 
its final end, of Heaven and Hell, he admits 
to be symbolic and not to be taken liter- 
oly. e concedes the right of the Higher 

ticism ~~ 8 to the New 
Testament as well as to the Old, and, in 
fact, accepts a number of its conclusions— 
as, for example, the composite character 
of the First Gospel.. Yet admissions 
are, after all, not so serious as. they 

pear, since ultimately the faith of 

ristians rests on the sublime figure of 
Christ and on His word, not .on this or 
that book’s date or inerrancy, or even on 
this or that miracle.

It is essén- 
tially a human art as well as an afiair of 
material, and is governed by practical re- 


quirements with which painters, sc y 
and musicians are not coiicerned. . 
tecture supplies the key to the habits, 
thoughts, aspirations of each period, and, 
without &@ knowledge of this art, history 
lacks that human interest with which it 
should be invested. Many people have 
wandered about the most beautifa 1 build- 
ings without understanding why they 
were erected, whether ‘Greek tensples, 
Roman amphitheatres, or Gothie gathe- 
drals. Architecture has always had wor- 
shippers at her shrine among great ralers 
in all ages, from Rameses the Great to 
Napoleon 1. Now, with the advance of 
democracy, the people as a whole are: be- 
ginning to recognise the value of architec- 
ture in national life. Modern facilities 
for travel have aroused public interest in 
the buildings of the past, while photo- 
graphy and lantern slides have displayed 
the features distinctive of each pericd.’’

FAMOUS IRISH PRINTER.

The premises of Messrs. Cahill, which were de 
stroyed by, fire on Wednesday morning, and in 
which the “Irish Book Lover ” was printed, is, 


interesting paragraph which appears in the De- 
cember issue of that journal :— 

“40 Lower Ormond quay.—It may interest 
your readers to learn that the new home of the 
“ Irish Book Lover” was, in 1850, the printing 
office of Henry Shaw, printer and proprietor o! 
the “ Commercial Journal and Family Herald.” 
Shaw is famous as having issued im 1850 the 
“New City Pictoria? Directory" of Dublin, 
illustrated with many beautiful wood-engravings 
in outline of the principal “ business” streets 
This directory only appeared one year— 
probably owing to the great cost of the blocks—- 
and is now very scarce.

numbets of .Protestants have taken refuge in 
-the Six County axea, having been driven from 
their honies in the South ‘od West by armed 
and masked men. --But there ave other matters 
to be considered as well as ulation. . In 
Fermanagh. nearly all the businesses and in- 
dustries, large and small, are carried on by 
nim] “N The chief industry is farming, and 
fully 90 per cent. of the farmers in the county 
are Protestant and loyalist. At least 80 per 
cent. of all the rates, and fully -90- per cent. 
of the income tax imposed throughout the 
county are paid by loyalists. In the town of 
Enniskillen the Poor Law valuation of the 
business premises owned by Protestants comes 
to about £3,500, while the valugtion of the 
Roman Catholics is put down at £7¥6. The only 
trade in which the Sinn Feiners have any pull 
has to do with liquor. It is true that the Sinn 
Feiners. have a majority of one on the County 
Council, but this is attributed to-a most unfair 
distribution of the District Councils. To illus- 
trate what I mean, the loyalists hold the Dis- 
trict Councils of Enniskillen and Irvinestown, 
with a joint ulation of 28,031 and a valua- 
tion of £122,670, while the Sinn Feiners rule 
the District Councils of Belleek, Clones No. 2, 
and Lisnaskea, with a joint population of 28,958 
and a valuation of £105,670. The Sinn Feiners 
have, therefore, got three Chairmen on the 
County Council, while the loyalists have only 
two, though ‘the latter represent almost the 
same population and considerably more in valua- 
tion. 

Tyrone has the same tale to tell. All the big 
industries and fgrming interests are owned by 
loyalists. On a valuation basis they represent 
about £300,000 and pay about £60, in rates, 
while the Roman Catholics represent about 
£150,000 in valuation and pay about £25,000 in 
rates per year. Another point which should not 
be overlooked is the incursion of servant boys 
and ve he both Fermanagh and Tyrone from 
the adjo counties of Donegal, Leitrim, 
Cavan, oo onaghan. They are engaged by 
the well-to-do en ae for monthly periods of 
six months, and are consequently entitled to the 
vote. But they have no stake whatever 4n 
these counties, ‘and do not own even a blade of 
grass: Their power in the ballot box is, how- 
ever, as great individually as that of the 
merchant. prince, the captain of industry, or 
hard-working farmer. Nor should the gross in- 
timidation on the part of the Sinn Feiners 
during the elections be forgotten. 

The claim by the Free State, as indicated in 
the map, to portions of Antrim, Down, and 
Derry, and Armagh, is too ridiculous for argt- 
ment. What would Mr. Collins say if Mr. de 
Valera claimed that the rural or urban districts 
which sided with hi should be cut out of the 
Free State and constituted a Republic? Or 
what would he say if the loyalist portions of 
Cavan, Monaghan, and Donegal, embracing a

Sir,—Majorities must rule because they alone 
are capable of ruling. But majorities de; end 
upon territorial boundaries, and before you 
can settle the question of majorities or minort- 
ties you must define your territory and your 
political unit. 

At the beginning 
versy the Ulster 
province as their political unit. 
siderations, however, convinced them, as men 
of business rather than aa idealists, that they 
had not a sufficiently strong majority to govern 
the whole province. So they reduced their 
claim to the six Plantation counties, and this 
territory was secured to them by an Act of 
the Imperial Parliament. Within this territory 
they have a workable majority; and, if this 
‘* settlement ” is to be treated as a “ ecrap of 
paper ” within a year, we may bid good-bye 
to any hope of peace or settlement in Ireland 
at all. If Northern Ireland cannot truet an 
Act of the Imperial Parliament, neither can 
Southern Ireland. Let Sir James Craig and 
Mr. Collins lay this to heart. 

It does not matter who govern, so long as 
they govern well. In the South and West the 
Unionist minority, to a man, are ready to give 
their allegiance to the majority, in the hope 
of securing decent government. Why cannot 
the Nationalist and Sinn Fein minority in the 
six-county area do the same? Are not the 
rulers in both territories all Irishmen? A 
strong minority can make its influence felt by 
the majority and is a guarantee for fair play ; 
and a minority often becomes a majority in a 
very short time if its principles have any claim 
to recognition. I may be reckoned among 
the minority in Southern Ireland at present; 
but, as 1 consider ae rinciples so pre-eminent ly 
sane and reasonab ” T hope to live long enough 
to see myself in ry majority. All parties in 
Ireland have expressed their conviction that a 
united Ireland is the best thing for us all. 
That common conviction will produce the desired 
fruit in due season, Any attempt to force on 
the natural process of evolution is more likely 
to blight the fruit than to ripen it. 

What the majority of the Irish people need 
most of all is some elementary instruction in 
the principles of civil loyalty There is a 
certain document, known as the ‘ Catechism 
of the Council of Trent,” which is conspicuous 
in Ireland for the neglect of its teaching. 
May I call the attention of your readers to its 
teachin on the Foutth Commandment (Firth, 
in the Protestant enumeration)? It ia too lony 
te quote here. It will be found in Dr. Dono- 
van translation (Duffy, 1867). The. gist of 
the teaching is that we are bound, as good 
Christians and good citizéns, to render loyal 
obedience and honour to, whatever Government 
we find established in the country im which we 
are living. Without this principle we can only Í 
have anarchy, with all its attendant miserics.—

If an intensive Irish nationality is adopted in 
medical affairs, what will probably happen Is 
that the Irish medical studenis who atend te 
practise in England will go to that coumtre te 
study for their medical degrees, and in this way 
run no risk. In such circumstances the Irish 
medical schools will be hard hit, as ene email 
medical school in Ireland would be quitd 
sufficient to qualify the numbe of doctors re“
